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1. FPregident Carlos trio Socarras reportedly agreed to turn over to the Caribbean 
Legion any arms confiscated from the Vominican revolutionary groups in 
September 1947 which still may be in Cu‘a. Frio states however that he will 
not permit any of the arms to be usec in Cuba. 


2. Ships leaving Cuba for Venerueia-are carrving from fifteen to twenty-five 
additional men, over and above the crew, who allegedly will join a revolutionary 
army in Venezuela. 
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
